The Dead Horse In Paris. 


When wo see a dead horse iu the 


street, we either do not think of him 
at all or we say, "Poor horse!" and 
pass on and forget all about him a min- 
ute later. Then after awhile the movers 
come along and cart the animal away 
to the dumping grounds, and that is 
the last of him. But that simple proc- 
ess would not end his career if he were 
a Parisian horso. As is to bo expected, 
tho wily Parisian, who is rioted for his 
economical habits, knows better than to 
let dead horses turn to dust without 
any profit accruing to him. 


This is how they are utilized: First 


tho hair of the mane and tail, which 
amounts to about one-quarter of a 
pound, is cnt off and used in brushes, 
switches, whips and so on. The skin Is 
then removed and sold to tanners. The 
shoes are sold to the "ole rags, olo iron" 
man. The feet are cut off, dried and 
beaten in urder to make tho hoofs come 
away, which are then sold to comb- 
makers or mauufactiu-ers of ammonia 
and pruf.siau blue. Every particle of 
fat is picked out.and melted and used 
by makers of enamel and glass toys, for 
greasing shoe leather and harness and 
in the manufacture of soap and gas. 
The'workmou eat the best pieces of the 
flesh and give the poorer pieces to dogs, 
cats, hogs and poultry or use them for 
manufacturing 
prussian 
blue. 
The 


bones are sold to tunmakers or cutlers 
or are made into ivory black. Some- 
times they servo as fuel for melting the 
fat. The sinews and tendons are- sold to 
gluemakers. The small intestines are 
made into coarse strings. And by the 
time all that is disposed of there isn't 
much of a horso left.

the following Cor the benefit of the vol- 
unteer soldiers who wish to be dis- 
charged from the service of the United 
States army: 


"The cessation of hostilities and the 


improbability of their renewal, with 
the dullness of camp life, have appar- 
ently created a feeling of restlessness 
among the men of the volunteer army, 
who in the majority of cases have 
given up positions of larger compen- 
sation, and many of them are imploring 
their political representatives to obtain 
their discharges, and the latter in turn 
are flooding the war department with 
requests for prompt and immediate act- 
ion. 


"To such an abuie of privilege has 


this grown that the war department 
has been obliged to call attention to 
that paragraph of the army regulations 
which requires that all communications 
from subordinates to superiors must 
pass through military channels and to 
decline, as a rule, to entertain applica- 
tions for discharges of enlisted men 
unless they come to it in the proper 
manner. 


"A soldier who is desirous of secur- 


ing his discharge and has good and 
sufficient reasons upon which to base 
it will save himself a great amount of 
time and trouble if he will set forth 
the reasons for his discharge in a let- 
ter addressed to the adjutant general of 
the army and hand it to the captain of 
his company, who in turn is required 
to forward it to the colonel of the regi- 
ment and the latter to pass it along 
through brigade, division, and corps 
headquarters for their recommenda- 
tions. 
Unless this is done the depart- 


ment will send the papers back to the j 
company commander for his recom- 
mendation, and that takes time which 
may be saved by following the proper 
rule. 


"The department has also promulga- 


ted another ruling in this connection 
which is to the effect that public policy 
•will not permit at this time of the con- 
sideration 
of applications 
for dis- 


charges of men serving in the Philip- 
pine islands, Honolulu, Cuba or Porto 
Rico. 
The reasons for this are ob- 


vious. Aside from the question 
o£ 


transportation involved, the necessity 
of supplying the places of men who are 
to be discharged with others from the 
states, it is to be remembered that the 
war is not over, and that much depends 
upon the results and deliberations of 
the peac^ commissioners who have 
sailed for Paris."

Washington, Sept. 20.—It is the pres- 


ent intention of the administration to 
send to Cuba as. a garrison force £01 
the island about 40,000- troops, in ad- 
dition to the force now in Santiago 
under command of Gen. L,atvtou. 


The organizations which are to com- 


prise the Cuban garrison have not all 
been designated yet, but it is assured 
at least half of them will be volun- 
teers. 


"Within two weeks orders will 
be 


issued for the movement to Cuba o£ the 
first 10,000 of the' permanent garrison, 
and it is the expectation now that they 
will sail from the United States aboui 
Oct. 10. These troops will be followed 
Quickly by others, until 
the 
entire 


force of 40,000 has been established on 
the island. 


It is not the intention of the admin- 


istration to'a wait the evacuation of 
the island by the Spanish forces be- 
fore sending United States troops to 
Cuba, as ;he indications now are that 
it may be several months before the 
Cuban commissioners complete theii 
•work. Quite naturally a considerable' 
number of Spanish troops will remain 
on the island until the arrangements 
for the relinquishment of Spanish sov- 
ereignty over it formally have been 
concluded.
